CONFUSION 
WHEN REGISTERING 


‘The registration of Doukhobors at 
Shouldice last week caused confusion 
for a time. Two ladies ‘had cha.ige of 
the work and all the Doukhobors in 
the country arrived at the place at 
one time aad crowding in filled the 


room to capacity. They told the 
Negistrars that they ‘would not 
register unless they were permitted 


to sign and hand in another form 
which they had with them and the 
same was to tie attached to the 
informaticn cards. The Doukhobors 
went on to explain that they had got 
their forms from someone in author- 
ity in Vulcan, 

‘The registrars were in a quandry 
and to add to their confusion was the 
room full of babbling Doukhobors ali 
talking at once. Finally W. Jeffers 
arrived on the scene and o:dered the 
Doukhobors out and permitted only 
one or two to enter at atime. Regis. 
tration then proceeded and the forms 
the Doukhobors brought were accept. 
ed. But just what good their own 
forme would do is a question.. Fol- 
lowing is a copy of their paper:

THE WORLD OF 
WHEAT 


Most farmers will find it necessary | 
this year to hold back more wheat 
on their farms than usual until next! 
spring or summer Some famers have | 
bins now in good shape, or which can 
be repaired, Other farmers may pre 
fer to ccn:truct new bins, Still others 
may decide to construct temporary 
storage of sides made of lumber or 
of wire fencing, or of wooden snow 
fencing, lined imside with thick tar 
paper. These temporary: bins are us- 
ually built without a roof and have 
simply a layer of straw for the floor. 
(This open storage should hold grain 
undamaged until the rainy season 
starts in the following spring. 

A cheap method of farm storage 
for those whot use binders would be 
to go back to the old method of 
stacking, This adds one more opera. 
tion, but many farmers whi still 
stack think that the extra grade re- 
sulting by stacking makes up for the 
extra cost of the work. 

Whatever method of storing is 
usizd on the farm, the bins or stacks 
should be securely fenced off to 
stop animals getting at them, for 


| animals not only can break down the

DECKS CLEARED 

FOR TRAINING PLAN 


Decks have been cleared for the 
mobilization of man-power for home 
defence and the stage set for the mil- 
itary training plan that will summon 


approximately 30,000 young Can- 
adians to camp each monthh to be 
taught fundamentals of modern 


soldiering 

Until the men, certified fit for 
training, reach their designated 
camps and are turned over to the mil. 
itary authorities of the Department 
of National Defence, responsibility 
for arrangements lies ‘with the De- 
partment of National War Service. 

The first task to be tackled by the 
Department is the classification and 
indexing of all wegistration cards, 
according to age groups for men and 
women, single and married. Regis- 
trars in each constituency and dis- 
trict registrars attached to the boards 
in each of eleven militay districts and 
in Prince Edward Island are conduct- 
ing this tabulation. 

Single men between the ages of 21 
and 45 are liable to be called to train 
during the first year. The Depart- 
ment of National War Services will 
call up men by groups, starting with 
those 21 years of age in October, as 
the Department of National Defenc? 
makes known its requirements. These 
men will be medically examined as 
neor as possible to their place of 
registration, All men in category Cl 
or better iwill be considered fit for 
taining. Tansportation will be pro. 
vided free for the men to attend 
medical examination and to proceed 
to one of the 30 or more training 
centres, It is expected there will be 
eight calls within a year,

In view of the wheat crisis, the pro- 
vincial government has waived prior 
claims for taxes, seed grain and other 
advances, thus allowing priority to 
threshermens liens, twine credits 
and harvest expenses.

Australia’s War Effort 
Newsprint And Gasoline Rationed 
And Waste Material Salvaged 


Australia is tightening her eco- 
nomic belt in an effort to help win 
the war. 

An order has gone out .from the 
commonwealth government to elimi- 
nate waste, the States having been 
asked to encourage and supervise the 
salvaging of such waste as house- 
hold refuse, paper, cardboard, bot- 
tles, scrap metal, rags and rubber. 

The Victoria Red Cross is already 
receiving £125 ($350) daily from the 
sale of waste. States governments 
will control a corps of collectors. 

Effective July 1, rationing of news- 
print cut the size of Australian news- 
papers. Metropolitan dailies and 
large weeklies are limited to 35 per 
cent. of their 1938-39 tonnage, other 
papers 25 to 30 per cent. 

This rationing alone is expected to 
save £1,000,000 ($2,800,000) annually 
in sterling exchange. 

Gasoline will be rationed in August 
with private automobiles allowed 
eight to 18 gallons monthly accord- 
ing to horsepower and commercial 
vehicles 20 gallons. These trucks 
will be grouped so as to reduce ag- 
gregate mileages and each group will 
receive special rations, 


Regulations Broadened 


War Certificates May Now Be 
Bought By Certain Groups 


In response to requests by a num- 
ber of patriotic groups in Canada, 
the war savings committee of the 
Bank of Canada announced a broad- 
ening of regulations covering issue of 
war savings certificates whereby the 
certificates will be issuable to certain 
specific groups wishing to act in con- 
cert. Previously certificates have 
been issued only to individuals. 

Incorporated or unincorporated 
bodies organized for the purpose of 
carrying on objects of national, 
municipal, patriotic, religious, educa- 
tional, charitable, professional, social 
or sporting activities “without pé- 
cunary gain to their members,” will 
be allowed to purchase not more 
than $500 worth of certificates. 

Service clubs and labor and fra- 
ternal organizations, excepting those 
acting primarily as insurance or 
benefit societies, are also included.

New regulations governing typhoid 
and paratyphoid fever carriers have 
been mae by the provincial govern- 
ment, Both chronic and cconvalscent 
carriers are affected.
